Mr. Bnssell is 55 years of 
age, a graduate of Dartmouth College, and 
has practiced in the Michigan and United 
States Supreme Courts for thirty years.

The Senate IiuUtlng Vpon Good Reasons 


Being Given. 


CHICAGO, March 31.—A special from 


Washington says: It IB not altogether the 
fault of the Administration that the Dem- 
ocrats are not removed. The Senate is in 
the way. A fortnight since the President 
removed a Democratic postmaster in In- 
diana and nominated a good Bepnblican. 
The Senate Committee on Postof&ces and 
Postroads refused to report tbo nomination 
fcr confirmation, for the reason that the 
grounds for the removal of the present in- 
cumbent were not, in its miod, sufficient. 
The President will renominate the new 
officer when the Senate adjourns, and he 
will take his position without confirmation, 
but when the Senate meets again there 
will he another contest between the nom- 
inating and confirming powers. 


A few days ago when a well-known Con- 


gressman urged the Postmaster General to 
make a removal for the purpose of giving a 
Republican a place, the head of the Post- 
office Department replied: "If yon will 
take the consequences, I will Be e that your 
request is carried into effect. I mean you 
must see that the Senate confirm! the 
nomination." Upon inquiry the Con- 
gressman came to the conclusion that he 
would not urge the removal. It is stated 
that there are several Bepnblican Senators 
who are insisting that Democrats who are 
competent and honest shall serve out their 
commissious, and that with the Democrats 
they make a mnjority against removals in 
any branch of the service. The members 
of the Hoase who are woiking to get Dem- 
ocrats out and Republicans in, aro con- 
tending that the Senate has adopted this 
policy (or the purpose of relieving thein- 
elvt s of the work incident to the filling of 
o many offices at this time. 


Mr. Gladstone has gone to Scotland 


against the strong protest of his doctor 
and many friends, who fear the effect of 
the atmosphere at this season. But no 
protests could keep him attending the 
funeral of his brother, Sir Thomas, to 
whom, in spite of life-long political antag- 
onism, he was deeply attached.
